In obedience to the constitution that governs the New 
Bern Eastern M. B. Association of North Carolina, the said 
association convened in the Pilgrim Chapel Baptist Church, 
Graysville, near James City, N. C., October 14th, TO20, at 
to A. M,, Rev. J. H..Crow, Pastor, with Rev. A. H. -Dudley, 
Moderator presiding. 

The following officers were present: Rev. A. H. Dudley, 
Moderator; Rev. Miles Spruill, Vice-Moderator; S. F. Faison, 
Secherany,; Hs EH. -kender, Assistant; Wh; Bell,’ Treasurer. 
Members of the Executive Board: Rev. Dr. M. W. Wynn, 
Chm, Revs. H.. Jenkins and: J... York. 

Devotional exercises were conducted by Revs. S. L. 
Mann and W. H. Howard, Rev. Mann ascended the stand 
and lined hymn No. 463, ‘‘Blest be the tie that binds.” Rev. 
Howard read the goth Psalm and offered prayer. Second 
hymn No. 531 lined by Rev. Mann. The Moderator arose 
and gave a lecture and declared the association open for the 
transaction of business. 

© The first order of business was the enrollment of dele- 
gates. It was moved that the delegates and ministers names 
be enrolled, motion prevailed. 

Reception of the following ordained ministers, Rev. 
Samuel P. Price and Rev. Thos. F. Boomer, who came for- 
ward and were received in the association as full members 
and received the hand of fellowship. $5.00 each was re- 
quested and the same was paid over to the Secretary. 

The Committee on Hours was appointed as follows :— 
Rev. J. H. Crow, R. R. Davis and Marshall Keys. 

The Moderator announced the hour for the Introductory 
Sermon had arrived. Rev. W. H. Pender ascended the stand, 
assisted by Rev. John Mann. Rev. Mann lined hymn, ‘‘Glory 
to God on high,”’ which was sung with deep spiritual feeling, 
aiter which Rev. Pender arose, text John 28: 28, ‘‘And unto 
man he said behold the fear of the Lord that is wisdom and 
to depart from evil is understanding.’”’ Rev. Pender’s sermon 
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was eloquently delivered. His text was qouted prompt to 
the letter. Many hearts were made glad to hear and under- 
stand that noted speaker. Complimentary remarks were 
heard from many of the ministers, who said it was a more 
fitting sermon of its kind that had ever been delivered in the 
New Bern Association. 

The Committee on Hours then reported as follows:— 
We your committee recommend that the hours of meeting be 
as follows, convene at 10 a. m., adjourn at 12:30; reconvene 
at 2 p. m., adjourn at 4:30; reconvene at 7:30 and adjourn at 
pleasure. 

It was moved and carried that the recommendations be 
received and adopted. Collection lifted by Mr. H. H. Pender 
amounting to $11.00. Total collection for all purposes 
$162.00. Benediction by Rev. Dr. Wynn. 


FIRST DAY’S AFTERNOON SESSION 


At 2:30 P. M. Vice-Moderator called the house to order. 
Revs. N. W. Cotton and J. O. Badger led in the devotional 
exercises: | First hymn No, 231 lined by Rev..N.)W.'@ottone 
Rev. J..O. Badger read the:13th chapter of St. John.) rayer 
was offered by Rev. J> T.:York. Second. hymn No. 236 lined 
by Rev. Cotton, after which the Vice-Moderator arose and 
declared the association open for the transaction of all lawful 
business that may come before it. 


The roll of delegates and ministers was called and the 
minutes were read and approved. 

The Moderator then arose and introduced Rev. G. W. 
Watkins, Field Secretary of the Baptist State Convention, and 
Rev. Chas. Staten; Pastor of First Baptist Church, Tarboro, 
to the association. Rev. Watkins arose with his christian 
like manner and addressed the association, then deliveied a 
powerful lecture upon the work asa Field Secretary of this 
Baptist State Convention. A collection of $13.05 was lifted 
and sent to the Baptist State Convention through its repre- 
sentative Dr. Watkins for Foreign Missions. Rev. Charles 
Staten spoke in telling words on behalf of the ministerial 
faction. 
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Rev. V. H. Manuel and Rev. Coward, ministers of the 
A. M. E. Zion Church were present and were introduced to 
the association. Rev. Manuel was first to speak, who made 
an eloquent address, followed by Rev. Coward who spoke in 
telling words for the cause. 

Collection from ministers and delegates amounted to 
$23.00. 

The Committee of Arrangements took charge and bene- 
diction by Rev. Dr. M. W. Wynn. 


FIRST, DAY'S “NIGH TI, SESSION 


The association was called to order at 7:30 P. M. with 
Rev. A. H. Dudley, Moderator presiding. Devotional exer- 
cises were conducted by Rev. J. H. Kornegay and J, T. York. 
First hymn lined by Rev. Kornegay No. 345. Rev. York 
read the 8th chapter of Romans. Bro. S. W. Sanders ad- 
dressed the throne of grace. Second hymn No. 555, ‘‘How 
beautiful are thy feet,” by Rev. Kornegay. The Moderator 
then declared the association open for business. 


On motion the roll of ministers and delegates was called. 
After which the Moderator arose and announced the Mission- 
ary Sermon was in order, the same to be delivered by Rev. 
N: FF. Brooks. 


Rev. Brooks then ascended the stand, assisted by Rev. 
Drew. ELA. Stallings; ‘Text St: Mark 16: 15, words;"“‘And 
he said unto them go ye into all the world and preach the 
gospel unto every creature.’’ St. Matt. 28: 20, ‘*Teach them 
to observe all things whatsoever I have commanded you: and 
lo, 1am with you always.” Rev. Brooks’ sermon was one to 
be remembered, the same being scholarly and divinely deliv- 
ered, ending in a glorious shout. Rev. J. H. Crow led in 
singing ‘‘Hark the voice of Jesus crying.”’ Rev. Dr. W. H.

The association was called to order at 7 P. M., devotional 
exercises were conducted by Revs.

Windley read 24th Psalm. Prayer was offered by Bro. Henry 
Moore. Second hymn No. 196, after which the Moderator 
arose and declared the association open for business. 

The Moderator announced that the Welcome Address had 
been continued to this hour, then Rev. J. H.°Crow,. Pastor, 
was called upon, who arose, and in a graceful manner wel- 
comed the association and followers thereof to the church,

First hymn No. 66, lined 
by Rev. Kornegay. Bro. Jones read the 2nd chapter of He- 
brews. ‘Fhe throne of grace was addressed by Rev. H. C. 
Pope. . Second hymn No. 627, after which the Moderator 
arose and announced the meeting open for business. 

Roll of delegates and ministers was omitted and minutes 
were read and approved. 

The Missionary Societies were called. 

The Home Mission Society of Pilgrim Chapel Church 
sends greetings to the association for educational purposes 
$12.00, Sister Francis Armon, Prest., Sister Alice R. Pender,

The Moderator’s Address was next and Rev. Spruill, 
Vice-Moderator, arose and lined hymn ‘‘Blest be the tie that 
binds,” the same was sung with deep spiritual feeling, then 
introduced Rev. A. H. Dudley, Moderator, to deliver the 
Annual Address. The Moderator arose and gracefully ad- 
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‘dressed the association, delivering an address second to none.

THIRD DAYS NIGHT) SESSION 


The third day’s night session was called to order by the 
Rev. A. H. Dudley, Moderator. Devotional exercises were 
conducted by Rev. T. M. Gaskill. First hymn No. 661. 
After reading and singing the Moderator introduced Rev. J. 
A. Mial, the representative of the Orphan’s Home, together 
with a few orphan children, and they rendered a very beauti- 
ful program. A collection amounting to $36.00 was lifted 
and donated to Rev. Mial for support of the Home. 

Rev. S. L. Mann ascended the stand, text St. Luke 15:

FOURTH DAY’S MORNING SESSION 


Association convened promptly at 11 A. M. Revs. S. L. 
Mann and J. H. Crow opened services. The Pilgrim Chapel 
choir was at the post with its noted music. Rev. Crow lined 
first hymn No. 137 ‘‘Oh for a heart to praise my God.” Rev. 
Mann read the gth chapter of Jeremiah. The throne of grace 
was addressed by Rev. J. P. Moore. After an anthem was 
sung by the choir, Rev. Crow lined second hymn No. 639, 
‘‘Oh for a closer walk.”’ 
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The Moderator arose and announced the Educational 
Sermon to be delivered by the Rev. Dr. W. H. A. Stallings. 
Rev. Dr. Stallings ascended the stand, text Jeremiah 9: 23, 24, 
subject, ‘‘Glory only in the Lord.’”’ Words, ‘‘Let not the wise 
man glory in his wisdom, neither let the mighty man glory 
in his might,’ etc. Dr. Stallings held his audience spell- 
bound for one hour, his sermon being well prepared and de- 
livered with power.

The afternoon session was called promptly at 2 o'clock.

After devotional exercises, Rev. T. M. Gaskill ascended 
the stand, text St. John 4: 10. The sermon was interesting, 
one that fitted the occasion, and was powerfully delivered. 
After which a collection was lifted to the amount of $15.80 
by Rev. M. B. Spruill, Vice-Moderator.

Rev. W. H. Pender closed with the ages and services rendered 
as minieters on the wall for God. 
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In ‘respect of the Rev. L.-P.-Martin’s pastoralship in st: 
John’s for life; the St: John’s, ‘choir took much\anterestuim 
furnishing music for the occasion, the music was sung ina 
very graceful and solemn tune. 


A collection was lifted to the amount of $10.00, and the 
association took a recess until 7:30 P. M.

FOURTH DAY s NIGH TE SESSION 


The association convened in its last session of 1920 with 
Rev. M. B. Spruill, Vice-Moderator, presiding. Music, was 
furnished by the Pilgrim Chapel Church Choir. Rev. Isaac 
Branch lined hymn No. 492. . Rev. J. H. Crow read the 32d 
Psalm. ‘Prayer was offered by Rev. J. S. Branch. Hymn No: 
345 was sung by the choir. 

Rev. Mann arose and introduced the Moderator, Rev. A. 
H, Dudley. Rev. Dudley arose and just before he announced 
his text he requested Mrs. Sudie Walston to sing asolo. Mrs, 
Walston came forward and rendered a most melodious solo, 
which was beautifully sung. The Moderator made some very 
timely remarks and chose for his text Jeremiah 5:1...) Run 
ye to and fro through the streets of Jerusalem, and see now, 
and know.’ Subject, ‘‘A man wanted.’’ 


Rev. Dudley’s sermon was wonderful, the same being 
delivered with power. He opened many peoples eyes and 
showed them that God wanted men and women to labor in 
his field. Rev. Mann lead in singing ‘‘There is a man going 
around taking names.”’ Prayer was offered by Rev. W. H. 
Pender. 

The Auxiliary Sisters;then’ read their reports, from) the 
auxiliaries of the various churches was received the amount 
of $304.30. Great applause was given the Auxiliary Bands 
for their faithful work done during the year among them- 
selves. A public collection was lifted to the amount of $25.00, 
making a sum total of $329. 30. 

The association having finished up the business, it then 
proceeded to: close.

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THE PRESIDENT’S ADDRESS 


A. H. DUDLEY 


It is with profound thanksgiving, that we, the New Bern Eastern 
Missionary Baptist Association of North Carolina, are permitted, by 
a kind providence, to assemble in the fifty-fifth annual session of 
this association. Eight years ago this association convened in this 
hospitable city. So highly were we entertained and so profitable 
was that session, that we are back here again, and if you treat us 
too well during this session,-in a year or two we will be back again. 
We are all a good looking people and we like to go among those who 
look as well as we do. 

But we are not here, christian workers, to be entertained only 
but for work; to survey the past and to note our failures and the 
cause, and to devise plans by which, with God’s blessing, this asso- 
ciation may accomplish its mission. Brethren and sisters, God has 
been good to us in the midst of all our short comings, both by com- 
mission and omission, the hand of our Heavenly Father hath guided 
us. We have always felt the need of His divine presence in all of 
our deliberations and just like God, when we call on Him with the 
faith of Elijah, He hath heard us, and by day when perplexed with 
serious matters. when weighted down with anxious care of the King- 
dom of the blessed Master. where reason staggered and logic failed 
to give an answer, He was our pillar of cloud, and amid the dark 
and gloomy shades of midnight, when the very earth seemed to trem- 
ble because of the mighty march of the satanic host and hell was 
belching forth as it were her fumes of eternal destruction, when 
thunders roared and creation shook, when the electric Auids from 
heavens flashed fire and strong man quaked with fear, when it was 
so dark ‘till that Mars, Jupiter and Venus hid in the eternal bosom, 
so dark the birds sought cover and the monsters of the deep stood still 
in the sea. then he He was our pillar of fire. 

Since the last association many have been our trials and deep 
have been the waters, some of us have stood upon the verge of the 
grave, amid pain and anguish and gazed into gateways of eternity. 
But out of all the Lord hath brought us by His love and still he doeth 
his help afford and he hides our lives above. Since we met last the 
angel of death hath hovered over our association and has taken from 
us two of the old veterans who gave their time, and talent, and money 
for the support of this association to make it worth while. I have 
not had a very long acquaintance with the deceased Rev. Alex Grif- 
fin, Ican only speak of him as I knew him, while we were both 
preachers and members of this association. I know nothing of his 
early history, and have not learned anything of it except what I have 
heard. He always impressed me as a kind hearted, polite, and gen- 
erous man, who felt kindly towards his fellow-man and desired the 
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happiness and comfort of those by whom he was surrounded. His 
gentle manner, his kind disposition, soon won my respect and then 
my confidence and affection. 

I should feel guilty of a lack of respect to the memory of an old 
friend of my father, Rev. L. P. Martin, were I to neglect this op- 
portunity of saying a few words to express, in a poor way I am sure, 
the great respect in which Rev. Martin was held by all who came in 
contact with him, either in his professional life or in his religious 
capacity. 

So close have always been the relations between us in our asso- 
ciation and school work, I regret much to not have been to his fun- 
eral. So sudden was his death that his life passed away without 
even the ministering hands of family and friends. Observing him 
and his services in this association, I will say that the discharge of 
his duties as he performed them required a high order of talent, a 
clear head, and a sound judgment. Observing the discharge of his 
duties as a member of the Trustees, I discovered that he was an able 
and well trained preacher. I found also that he had a very high 
capacity for grasping the truth from conflicting and contradictory 
evidence. I found also that he was careful and painstaking in pre- 
paration and investigation, in the discharge of his duties as a mem- 
ber of that board. I think that after his service for some time upon 
the Trustee Board, he succeeded in winning not only the respect and 
kind feelings of every member of it, but also gained their entire faith 
and confidence in the correctness and integrity of his conclusions. 

We approach tenderly and solemnly into the presence of the in- 
animate forms of our friends, but are comforted with the hope that 
the spirit, although not visible, is yet near. We offer our words of 
sympathy to the hearts most sadly bereft, ourselves remembering 
‘thow brittle is the thread of life,’? and as we linger by the shore of 
the shadowy river, a sublime faith in our Heavenly Father lifts the 
dark cloud, and with clearer vision we see the ‘‘beckoning hand’’ 
urging us on to the final reunion in the heavenly home. 

Brethren, let us realize the great responsibility that now rests 
upon us as christians and members of this association. When we 
look around into our cities and counties, and communities in which 
we live, and see so many of our young people going astray, we should 
have one aim, one mind, one object, and that is to put forth every 
effort to save them. A christian who aims at an elevated standard 
of piety, will not always be satisfied with the morning and evening 
sacrifice. 

The most eminent christians have followed the example of David, 
who, in asserting his perseverance in prayer, exclaimed, ‘‘Evening, 
and morning, and at noon will I pray.’’ And is this too much? 
I am persuaded, my friends, that to a soul who pants after increas- 
ing conformity to God, it is not too much. It may not always be 
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convenient to pray three times a day, but where it is, I promise the 
individual he will be no loser by the exercise. 

The ailment of the body may be taken too often, and in great 
quantities, for the health of the constitution, but not so that of the 
soul. There is no danger of satiety or repletion here. You may 
drink, and drink again, at the waters of life; you may banquet, and 
return again and banquet. The soul will thrive proportionately. 
The food, instead of being loathed, will havé the keener relish, and 
administer increasing nourishment, until you grow up to the statue 
of the perfect in Christ Jesus. 

A christian of exalted piety will carry a prayerful frame of spirit 
throughout the day. He will not make his stated devotions the be- 
ginning and the ending of his religion. Such is the conduct of the 
hypocrite, and the formalist. But the christian imbibes a portion of 
heaven, which he continually carries in his countenance, and ex- 
hibits in his deportment. Though walking amid the avocations of 
secular life, he still walks with God. Asa matter of duty, he de- 
scends from his elevation to perform his part in the concerns of this 
sublunary world; but his soul is not here. His higher affections are 
calmly ascending to God. 

Brethren, allow me to say, if this association is to succeed it 
must use prayer. There are temptations, and fears, and doubts, 
whether this association will ever succeed or not. Yes, if you will 
use the method of prayer, and look upward for protection, your prayers 
will touch the threshold of God’s temple, then breathe upward for 
his spirit and his presence, and he will hear and answer prayer. 
In addition to this, I would urge the duty of extraordinary and spe- 
cial seasons of prayer. I find such seasons warranted by the scrip- 
tures, and their importance attested by the experience of the most 
eminent saints, in all ages of the church. There are perplexities as 
to the path of duty, which this association can easily remove. Hence, 
if you will note the biography of the most eminently pious, you will 
find that special seasons of fasting, humiliation, and prayer, have 
been accompanied with an increase of grace, a deeper acquaintance 
with the heart, a more spiritual intercourse with God, more glorious 
views of divine truth, and a surer hope of a blessed immortality. I 
think I can say, without hesitation, that the most exalted attain- 
ments have been made by such means. Such extraordinary seasons 
of prayer are peculiarly acceptable to God. It was such accompan- 
ied by a sanctifying influence, that formed the high character of 
Brainerd, and of Martin. 

If you desire their piety, neglect not the means by which they 
attained to it. If you admire their character, then imitate their de- 
votion and self denial. There is no obstacle that may not be sur- 
mounted, to hinder this association even from outstripping them. 
The prize is before you. The race is pointed out. See at its termi- 
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nation a crown of glory beaming in your Saviour’s hands. Does it 
not fire your soul? Does it not fill your eye? Does it not brace anew 
your nerve? My friends, fix your eye onthe mark of the prize of 
your calling. 

Consider all the ground you have passed as nothing, so long as 
the goal is still at a distance, so long as you come short of perfection 
in Christ Jesus. But I have one remark before I dismiss this ad- 
dress. It is this. Let nothing, if possible, hinder you in perform- 
ance of yaur regular duty toward this association. When the love of 
God is on the wane, and that of the world is waxing stronger, and 
when we are trying to do our bit for the advancement of our school 
and association, there will come a triflng excuse which will satisfy 
the conscience for those who would love to see this association fail. 


May such never be the case. In spite of obstacles, and winds, 
and tides, in spite of what men may say and do, I believe by the 
help of our Heavenly Father, and the prayers of the saints, this as- 
sociation, the Atlantic and North Carolina Industrial Institute shall 
succeed. The soul that is bent on duty, and to whom prayer is a 
delightful privilege, will seldom be hindered from its performance. 
No trifling excuse will be heeded, and if necessary for atime bar 
up the sacred enclosure, the heart will sicken at the void which is 
created by a temporary absence from the hallowed spot. When that 
necessity can be removed, how will the soul leap forward toits dear- 
est earthly home. It will seem doubly sweet for the temporary hin- 
derance. The soul will say, as it lays itself beneath the alter, O 
blessed privilege, how long does it appear since I last enjoyed thee. 
How delightful to lay my head on this dear support, and feel that I 
am again alone with my Redeemer and friend. 


Such will be the language of the saints when debarred for a 
time from the throne of grace. So brethren, let us as ministers and 
saints use our privilege in caring for our young people who are go- 
ing astray. Go with mea little, and follow me to the railroad sta- 
tions on Sundays, there you will find our young people together in 
one solid mass. There seems to be center of attraction for them. 
Why, because there is nothing interesting going on at the Churches 
and Sunday Schools. Let us put forth every effort to save them out 
of the slums. Then you might go with me on the trains a little, and 
there you find a muck mob of our young people, not knowing how to 
sit, how to talk, how to ride, nor how to act. There is the situation 
that confronts us, can you feel free, can you have an easy mind, 
situated as you are? You areina measure free from the fear of such 
interruptions. But you will soon be ushered into a new sphere. 
You soon will find yourself surrounded by companions, to whom you 
must pay the ordinary civilities of life. Then you will need advice; 
nay, you will need the supporting hand of God to keep you from dis- 
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honoring your profession, and forgetting the solemn vows you have 
recorded, 

Then my friends, if you persevere in the course which I have 
marked out, it will be evident that I have not talked in vain, and 
what I have said has been attended with more than human efficacy. 

Little do you know, as yet, of your own heart; little do you real- 
ize the seducing influence of the world, and the artful insinuations of 
Satan. But if you will cling to the counsel I have given, and commit 
your soul to the keeping of your Redeemer, those temptations you 
shall meet immovable as the rock that beats back the angry billows, 
you shall walk unhurt amid the flames, you shall be covered with a 
panoply impervious to attack, you shall weather out the storm in 
safety, and at last, when your temptations and trials are over, you 
shall sing, eternally sing ‘‘Unto Him who hatb loved us and washed 
us from our sins in his own blood; to him be glory and dominion 
forever. ’”’ 

Now in conclusion, permit me to refer again to the ministers of 
this association, let us be up and doing for the harvest is great and 
the laborers are few. Let us bear in mind the great commission, 
‘Go ye into all the world and preach my gospel, and lo, I am with 
you always, even unto the end of the world.”’ 

I am sure that many of you who know the work, that this asso- 
ciation is stronger now than ever before, both financially and spirit- 
ually, we have made wonderful progress within the past five years. 
Notwithstanding, there is greater work to be accomplished. You 
remember the good book teaches us, ‘*‘Behold, I have set before you 
an open door which shall never be shut.’’ The open door represents 
responsibility. Ten thousand Baptist of the right sort might raise 
$5000 a year by paying 52 cents each. 

Brethren, as long as we allow petty jealousies to come between 
us we can never do our best. There is nothirtg to hold Baptist peo- 
ple together but the love of God, and we are somehow one and in- 
seperable. 

1. We have somehow largely side-tracked our educational work 
for other interests. 

2. In Baptist gatherings is educational work prayed over as it 
should be? 

3. Our ministry is woefully indifferent to the world-wide edu- 
cational and missions. 

4. A church that does not foster educational and missions, is a 
church that should not exist. 

5. Weare suffering from spiritual, educational and missions 
paralysis. Let us seek and find a remedy. 


The association has done well, but we are anxious to do more. 
We had the pleasure of attending the Lott Carey Convention, and the 
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reports coming from the foreign field were encouraging. I regret 
much to not hear our association represent into the convention. 


My friends, I come to thank you again for electing me for your 
presiding officer. I have worked hard night and day to rush the 
work on. We have not a fair sail, there has been some little hinder- 
ances, some discouragements, but we have moved on by God’s help. 


I come to thank you again, for your financial support in helping 
me in Shaw, partof the term. I highly appreciate it, and it was 
much help to me. And if the Lord will help me I am planning to go 
again this year. 

Brethren, let us do more for the spread of the gospel among men 
on earth. Let us have better trained men in our pulpits. In order 
to do this, we will have to make a sacrifice. We should also aid 
worthy young women to be educated. Our race has much talent that 
is not used. The Master has need for this talent, the Church has 
need for this talent, the school houses has need for this talent. Let 
us take hold of it, improve it to the Master’s use. 


In order to do this, I recommend that the Atlantic and North 
Carolina Industrial Institute of James City, N. C., shall run at least 
three months or more each year. 


I further recommend that whereas the county is planning to 
build a training school here in James City, that we shall co-operate 
with the county, and have one school in this community worth while, 
and if not, 


I further recommend that we as Baptist of the State, shall co- 
oporate, and have one school in this State, and support it. I further 
recommend that each minister, licentiate or ordained, belonging to 
this association, shall attend the Institute at least one month during 
the session. And that the churches in which they are members and 
pastors, will see to it.” 


Brethren as we depart let us join hands and hearts for the uplift 
of the kingdom of God among men.

We, the Executive Board, met inthe Star of Zion Baptist Church, 
New Bern, N. C., on the above date. After opening exercises were 
over, it was moved and carried to enter into business. 

The chairman, Rev. M. W. Wynn, declared the election of Chair- 
man and Secretary was in order. By a motion, Rev. Dr. M. W. 
Wynn was chosen Chairman, and Rev. Thos. T. Williams, Secre- 
tary. 

2nd. The question of the Treasurer giving bond was discussed, 
after which it was moved and seconded that there shall be a Bank- 
ing Committee appointed to handle all Institute money and the same 
placed in the bank under the auspicies of that committee. 

3rd. A committee of three was appointed to prepare a check 
book for the Association and Institute Treasurer, as follows:—S. F, 
Faison, W. H. Pender and A. H. Dudley.

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CONSTITUTION 
Of the New Bern Eastern Missionary Baptist Association. 


Article 1. This Association shall be denominated and known as 
the New Bern Eastern Missionary Baptist Association. Officers to 
be elected on the last day of the session. 

Art. 2. The object of this Association shall be the promotion of 
Christ’s Kingdom among men; and the means of accomplishing this 
shall be in strict conformity to the New Testament. 

Art. 3. This Association shall be composed of Ministers and 
Delegates chosen by the Churches connected with it, each Church 
being entitled to two Delegates. The Elders shall pay $5.00, Licen- 
tiates $3,00 and Delegates 50 cents when their names are enrolled, 
the money to be used for the benefit of the Institute only, and that 
any Delegate or Minister being absent when the roll is called they 
shall pay a fine of 10 cents, without a lawful excuse. There shall 
be twelve Trustees appointed whg shall make their annual report of 
the financial condition of the Institute. Each Sabbath School will 
send a collection to the Association for the Institute. 

Art. 4. The Delegates from each Church shall bear a letter 
certifying their appointment, and communicating information relative 
to the state of the Church. The Delegates from each Church shall 
bear a letter stating the condition of the Church, also number of 
members that have been excommunicated, number that have been 
received by letter, number that have been baptized, number deceased, 
number dismissed by letter, number of males and number of female 
members, total number of membership, and amount sent to the Asso- 
ciation. The Pastor will see that $1.00 is collected from each mem- 
ber and sent to the Association, 90 cents shall be for the benefit of 
the Institute and 10 cents to be used for the Association only. 

Ait. 5. The officers of this Association shall be a Moderator, 
Vice-Moderator, Secretary and Corresponding Secretary, Executive 
Board, Trustee Board and Treasurer, who shall be annually chosen 
from among its members by ballot or acclamation, a majority of the 
members voting, and continue in office until their successors are 
elected. All officers of this Association shall be responsible to this 
Association for their conduct, and shall report annually to this body. 
The duty of all of the officers of the Association shall be prescribed 
by the Association in its Constitution. 

Art. 6 It shall be the duty of the Moderator to enforce an ob- 
servance of the Constitution, preserve order, appoint committees, 
decide all questions of order, give his opinion on any question under 
discussion after others have spoken, and give the casting vote in case 
of a tie. He shall be ex-officio chairman of allthe boards. The duty 
of the Moderator shall be performed by the Vice-Moderator in the 
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absence of the Moderators The Vice-Moderator shall assist the. 
Moderator in presiding. 

Art. 7. It shall be the duty of the Recording Secretary to record 
the proceedings of each annual session, and to superintend the print- 
ing and distribution of the minutes, to receive and take account of all 
monies sent up by the Churches at the Association, turning over the 
same to the Treasurer. All monies received by the Secretary shall 
be turned over to the Treasurer of that fund for which it is desig- 
nated. He shall report to the Association at its annual session the 
business he transacted in the absence of the body. 

Art. 8. It shall be the duty of the Treasurer to receive all funds 
sent by the churches or collected during the session of this body, and 
disburse the same as ordered by the Association. He shall also 
make to the Association an annual report of the condition of the 
Treasury, and he shall give a bond of security of the same. 

Art. 9. This Association shall appoint an Executive Committee 
consisting of not less than seven or more than nine members; which 
committee shall have the superintendence of Association missions and 
colportage. ‘They shall have power to disbure all sums paid by the 
Treasurer of the Association for the objects under their charge and 
during intervals between the meetings of this body to receive and 
disburse funds for those objects, and to take such steps for their ad- 
vancement as they shall deem advisable, and shall make an annual 
report to the Association of their doing. They shall have power to 
take up all grievances of the churches and pastors composing this 
Association, and call them to trial, and give them a fair and scrip- 
tural trial, and if they fail to hear the advice of the Executive Com- 
mittee, then they shall pass their judgment upon them, or they may 
withdraw the right hand of fellowship from them, and refer their 
charge to the Association. The expenses of the Executive Committee 
in taking up grievances of the churches and pastors shall be paid 
by the parties concerned as far as possible, and shall not be borne 
by the Association General Funds, unless in the opinion of the body, 
the matter was of general interest to the Association. 

Art. 10. This Association shall mot maintain fellowship with 
any of her churches which neglect to preserve Gospel Order, and if 
any church patronize with the said churches that are out of gospel 
order, this Association shall call them totrial, and if they fail to 
hear to the Association, this Association shall deal with them ac- 
cording to the 18th chapter of St. Matthew. 

Art. 11. This Association may invite visitors and corresponding 
brethren to seats, and extend to them all the privileges of the Asso- 
ciation except that of voting. 

Art. 12. The annnal session of this Association shall commence 
on Thursday before the 3rd Lord’s day in October, at such place as 
may be chosen. 
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Art. 13. By appointment of this Association there shall be an 
introduetory Sermon, a Temperance Sermon, an Educational Ser- 
mon, a Doctrinal Sermon and a Missionary Sermon. The Introduc- 
tory Sermon shall be preached the first day at 10:00 o’clock A. M., 
before organizing. 

Art. 14. This Association shall not fellowship any church or 
pastor that shall receive lawfully excommunicated members from 
any church of the same faith and order, and the pastor of said 
church that compose this Association shall give a letter of dismission 
to any member of their church or churches, to wnite with any other 
church of the same faiih an order. 

Art. 15. This Association shall endorse three medes of dismis- 
sion. 1st, By Letter.—A member may receive a letter of commenda- 
tion or dismission frem the church of which he or she is a member 
and with the same unite with any other church of the same faith and 
order, and when so united he or she is no longer a member of the 
former church. 2nd, By Exclusion—When the church in the exercise 
of its lawful discipline withdraws the hand of fellowship from any 
one of its members, he or she is thenceforth no longer a member, and 
no church or pastor of this Association shall receive them. 3rd, By 
Death—The death of a member of course dissolves their connection 
here on earth. 

Art. 16. This Association recommends to her churches that the 
churches this Association is composed of shall from this date hence- 
forth not elect or ordain any brother to deaconship that cannot read 
the scriptures distinctly. No church and pastor shall license or or- 
dain any brother for the Ministry of the Gospel except he read the 
scriptures distinctly. 

Art. 17. The Woman’s Association and the Woman’s Old Aged 
Society, working under the auspices of this Association, Resolved, 
that they be made a part of this Association. 

Art. 18. The Trustee Board shall have the power to enter into 
articles of agreement with any corporation, individuals or friends 
for the success of the Atlantic and North Carolina Institute, provided 
however they shall not deed away the property of the Association 
without the consent of the body. 

Art. 19. The Executive Committee shall have no power what- 
ever of the Trustee Board, and shall not in any way interfere with 
it in the discharge of its duty, nor any other general officer of the 
association. 

Article 20. There shall be no money paid out by the Association 
and Institute Treasurers only by an order drawn by the Secretaries 
and signed by the Chairmen of each Board, and then endorsed by 
the Moderator and Secretary of the Association. 

Art. 21, Any church or churches who have been granted a letter 
or letters or petition, to join another or organize another Association, 
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and when that has been done such a church or churches are entirely 
out from under the jurisdiction or watch care of this Association, 
and before they can have any voice in this Association again, they 
must bring a petition or letter of recommendation from the Associa- 
tion they joined to this Association to join as though they had never 
been members of this Association. 

Art. 22. That the incorporators herein named and their asso- 
ciates shall be and remain Trustees for the Institution, until their 
death, resignation, removal, or until their successors are elected. 
The incorporators shall be elected by the New Bern Eastern Mis- 
sionary Baptist Association as follows:—One-third of the members 
of the Board for a term of two years, one-third of the members of the 
Board for a term of four years, and one-third of the members of the 
Board for a term of six years. The annual meeting of the Trustee 
Board shall be held after each annual sitting of the Association, and 
the Board shall not have power to change any restrictions put on the 
Institution by the Association.
